and leu-ruuud boxing cinilests.

j New Y»irk. .Vpril 7. — Rlelwml Croker’s suggestion 
I of liM-al option for rueiiig, made just lM*l'ore he saile«l 
I for Europe* a day or two ago. i.s being discusseii 
g<*in*rally b.v turfmen ami the universal opinion is 
that it would be a welcome solution of the many 
troubles that have been lieapeil on the sixirt w'itliiii 
recent .vears. In every locality when* racing has 
lM*4*n legislated «>nt of existence the i>ppositi(Mi to tln^ 
sport lias invariably come from .s«K*iions remote from 
where the sport was carrh*d on. aud in almost cv«*ry 
instance this siiceessfnl op)Misition has lKt*n carried 
on Iry iiersons leuit interested and with the least 
knowledge of the sport they were d«*stroylng. 

; It is iHiinied out by one member of a lo«*al racing 
I asHx'iatioii Unit the Agnew-Hart law pass<‘d by one 
j V4ite aiui tJie vote of a man distantly removed fmm 
I a ra«*iiig si'ctioii. Tin? same (‘ouditiiHi of aflfairs 
wipi*\l «Mit the sport in lAMiisiana. There New Or 
b*ans. n*ally the only vitally interested ikhtUoU of 
I the stale, was in favor a continuance of racing, 
land in fact, the leaiUng iiieretniuts and the hotel 
men made a vigorous light to sax'o the K|H>rt that 
meant so mtieli tlirongii the winter iinVnUis. 

An effort will lie madi* to stamp out racing at 
Jacksonville, but with Im-al optioti prevailing it 
would b«* impossible at the present time. During the 
past winter an extensively advertised mass meet- 
ing was called to protest against the racing, aud in 
Jacksonville, where tlie sport was under way. only 
forty-five p< rs4>ns were in attendance at tin* meeting. 
Later a |H*lition was eirnilateU by the antis in the 
hope that it would show a S4‘ntiim*nt against flm 
spiM-t and a Iion.se-to-hoii.se canvass of the city 
brought oiil.v 105 imnit*s. 'riiese two moves against 
th<* siKirt were not exploited outside of Jacksonville 
t<i any ext(*iit for tlie reason that lM>th were sm-U 
din* failure.s. In tin* face of this emulilhm it would 
.sei‘ui that racing would reinaiu secure in the Florida 
city if it was only a (|m*stion of local oiition. 

Saratoga Is probaldy the ln‘st example that ronld 
be offend in New York state of Ihe justness of 
local oidion. .Vt the Springs It is certain that rac- 
ing would jirevail by orerwlielining odds if the 
matter was jmt before the voters. 

Of numerous turfmen and most of tlwin members 
of one or t>tln*r of the metrotaditan racing uss4)cia- 
tioiis. seen yesterday not one was found who would 
not willingly stand by the will of the p«*ople in 
New York. All felt si'cnre that local option would 
SIM* a n*turn of tin* racing to all its glory and an 
indefinite eontliiuam-e of the sport. It was polnteil 
out by many that, under such eoiiditions the people 
would be ill a iM>sltioii to keep the sport clean and 
it would Ik? the very best safeguard for the sport 
from every angle, 

August Relmout. ehairmaii of the Jockey Club, 
luis repeatetlly said tliat if it was the will of the 
Iieople tliat there slionid be no raeiug, he would give 
up his tight for the sport, but he lias never believed 
that it was tin* will of tho p«*oi>le. M’itli local op- 
tion the will of the |K*oplc would be diseoviTCd much 
more i*asily than in any other uiaiiiier. aud at the 
time .Mr. Relniont iiufde that statement he was 
talking of tlie state at large and not of the locali- 
ties that are most deejily iiiterestid and thos<? re- 
eeivliig the greatest iK'iiefit from a coutiiiuuuce of 
the sport. '

DETAILS OF VIRGINIA DECISION. 



Norfolk, Va.. .\pril 7. — The decision rendered yes- 
terday by Magistrate Backus in dismissing the laaik- 
making charges against Fred Miller and William 
Hickey is lotiked upon as practically imilifviug the 
anti-bookmaking and poolselliiig law of Virginia, 
whicli lias stooil as an obstacle against race <*oiirse 
letting for the last fifteen years. 'The |H>int of the 
law wlileh <*au.s*»d the racing meu to triumpli was 
iliat part of the statute wliieh s;iys that if a man 
ert?cfs a stand or iiooth and **o<M*npies it for l»ook- 
maklng, or ludds or stands in a speeithsi place.” lie 
is guilty of setting up or maiiitaiiiing a special 
jdace for gambling jitiriio.scs. As tlie testimony 
failed to |irove that either Miller or Hickey “occu- 
pied” a place or that there was any stand* liox or 
other structure which they had “ixrnpicil.” or that 
there was any siH^dal building muintaiued for book- 
making purposes, Magistrate Backus interpreted the 
law’ in favor of the defendants. He said that the 
word “occupied” was the crucial one in tlic law, 
and that, in as much as Hickey and Miller had not 
oecnpicMi any “place,” they were iniioc*ent of violat- 
ing the, law. 

It Yvas shown by the defendants’ lawyer that 
Hickey and Miller walked around the ground while 
oiTering odds, placing figures after tlie. horsi^s’ 
printed names on the program. It is contended 
that the word “occupy” meant to h<dd posses.sion 
of a place, and as Hickey and Miller were invited 
guests of the track tlicy were not the “occupants.” 
.\Iagistrate Backu.s hold that the point was well 
taken and decided accordingly. 'Jliere is no appeal 
l»y llie coin moil wealth from this decision. 

RAIN AFFECTS EASTERN TRAINING. 

New York, April 7. — Rain has seriously interfered 
wilU training operations on the Long Island tracks 
thi.s week. At Belmont Park the eiiclosi*d barns of 
.Vugusf Belmont. Richard T. Wilson, the Brown- 
Icigh Park Stable and Richard F. Carman come in 
liandy under such conditions, as horses can be kept 
at liglit exercise. R. F. Carman’s big string is 
not as forward as it would be if the weather was 
.seasonable. Bonnie Kelso, Magazine. Horizon. Meri- 
dian, M. Canibon. Starbottle, Rogon, Merry Lad, 
.8tare and otlier horses have worked halves in r>2 
and thereabouts. The eleven two-year-olds in Mr. 
Carman’s stable are getting a steady- preparation, 
but nothing In the line of a speed test lias been 
accomplished. 

Ontario, which raced in the colors of D. Steven- 
son last season, i.s in excellent comlition and fit. 
Trainer William Hogan is again liandHng the big 
bay son of Sempronius — Royal .\pproval. A few 
days ago Ontario, with jockey Fred Williams in the 
sailille, worktHi four furlongs in .30 over the main 
track at Belmont Park. He is a typical cross- 
country horse, and nitiiough he schooled in a capital 
way a couple of seasons ago his racing has l»ecn 
confined to the flat. 

If. f., Leo’s Travel Light, a two-year-old bay filly 
iiy Jean Bereaud, lias improved considerably of late. 
In a recent tliroe-oighths trial .she went the distance 
in 3ft .seconds.
